ODD LITTLE GOVERNMENT

Composed of Three Men, Whose 
Power Is Not Only Execu- 
tive but Legislative 
and Judicial.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]— 


_ When the president of the United States, and 


that such a man as Theodore Roosevelt, has 
his recommendation for a police position 
turned down because his candidate did not 
comply with the physical requirements, it is 
manifest that it is a state of political inde- 
pendence not generally seen in American 
cities. This incident actually happened of 
late, 

. The presfdent of the United States, who had 
had personal experience during a strenuous 
term as police commissioner in New York, 
made personal recommendation of an old 
soldier fOr a position on the Washington po- 
lice force. The candidate proved ‘to be a 


_ single year above the maximum fixed by the 


regulations. The civil service law does not 
govern the District of Columbia. Candtdates 


| for the police and fire departments are chosen 
according to a system promulgated originally 


by the commissioners, of course, subject to 
change by them at their pleasure. 

The commissioner in charge of the district 
was an old friend of President Roosevelt, and 
was appointed as a democrat. He turned 
down the recommendation without hesita- 
tion, and informed the president his candi- 
date could not be, and would not be, appoint- 


} ed to the police force. Pheincident was an 


ordinary one, in a way, and it is cited merely 
to show the almost absolute freedom of the 
Distrfct of Columbia from undue influence in 
its municipal government. 


Rule Almost Absurdly Simple. 

This municipal government of Washington, 
which is probably unique among American 
cities, because there is an entire absence of 
direct responsibility to the people, is almost 
ebsurdiy simple. As I have previously ex- 
plained, it was originally a makeshift. It 
was conceived by congress as a temporary 
affair in 1874. It was allowed to run in that 
way four years. Results seemed so exgellent 
that in 1878 congress made the form of gov- 
ernment permanent. Since that time there 
has been practically no change in the system, 
except the epactpent of the 'p bd 


actual residents of the district for a period of 
three years before their appointment... 
Briefly speaking, the government of the 
Distriet of Columbia is vested in three com- 
missioners. The law requires that two.of them 


shall be from civil life, and that they shall 
_ belong to different political parties. The third 


ia required to be chosen from the engineer 
corps of the United States army, and he must 
have a rank of not less than that of major. 
Tt is easy to see such a governing y is 
necessarily free from politics. 

Under the present adjustment of parties 
one of the commissioners is a republican, one 
is a democrat, while the third is an army en-- 
gineer, who, according to the system of serv- 
ice, is changed at frequent intervals. He is 
designated by the chief engineer of the army, 
according to ugual routine, and influence has 
little or nothing to do with his selection. 


. Status of the Chairman. 

As a matter of courtesy only it has been 
the custom of late years for the commission- 
ers to choose as chairman that one of the 
two civilians who happens to be of the same 
political faith as the current administration. 
This chairman, however, has no more author- 
ity than either, of the other commissioners. 
He ie not a mayor in any sense of the term. 
He has no power of appointment, and he may 
be relieved of his duties as chairman by 4 
simple vote of the other two members. In 
point of fact, these commissioners are abso- 
lutely equal, and all legal documents@and pa- 
pers which are of any importance are signed 


by all three individually. 


It will be understood, therefore, that the 
city of Washington, of approximately 800,000 


people, covering seventy square miles of ter- 


ritery, including a number of outlying sub- 
urbs and villages, is governed absolutely by 
three men appointed by the president of the 
United States and. by the senate 
without the slightest formal by 
the people. These commissioners appoint all 
subordinate officers of the city government 
from top to bottom. Their power in this re- 
gard is absolute and is subject only to their 
summary removal by the president. 


Is Independent of Congress. 

It requires a majority of two of the com- 
missioners to appoint a chief of police or 
head of the fire department, and he can be 
removed only by the same majority of the 
commissioners. All-ordinary functions of a 
city government, and some which are by no 
means common to many cities, are exercised 
by the commissioners. 

Within certain lines .this veers 
commission government is not on - 
tive but is ~ceeoe and even judicial as 
Well. Generally speaking, congress is the 
city council of the District of Columbia. 
Thé constitution gave it absolute authority 
ever the district. It is not bound to respect 


' any local laws or constitutions. 


Statutes enacted for the government of the 
District of Columbia are interpreted only in 


the light of provisions of the constitution of 


the United States. It is for this reason thet 
congress is enabled to take away the suffrege 
entirely within the limits of the district.

LIPTONCHALLENGE 


IS TURNED DOWN, 


Rejects Baronet’s Bid for 
Fourth America 
| Cup Race. 


ASKS TOO MUCH LEEWAY. 


Wants to Send Two Small Boats 
Under New Rule; Told It 
Must Be Ninety Footer 
or No Race.

New York; Sept. 25.—[Special.}—The New 
York Yacht club tonight rejected the chal- 
lenge of Sir Thomas Lipton, issued through 
the Royal Irish Yacht club, for a fourth race 
forthe Americattup. ~- | 

Sir Thomas challenged with a boat of the 
68 foot 'class under the New York Yacht elub 
rules because he thought that rating fitted 
the limitations of the cup class and because 
he favored a wholesome type of boat. He 
also asked that He be allowed to build two 
yachts and select the better of the two for 
the cup race. 

The challenge aimply said that Shamrock 
IV. was the yacht and the length given was 
that of the 68 foot rating class under the 
new rules. 


Racing Yachtsmen Disappointed. 

The meeting was a large one. More than 
fifty yachts were represented and voted, and 
many other owners were present to listen to 
the proceedings. The racing yachtsmen hoped 
that the challenge would beaccepted. Many 
said that if it was it would be a good thing 
for the sport, as at least a dozen boats would 
be built, re 

Commodore Vanderbilt presided and called 
the meeting to order. Secretary Cormack 
then read the challenge. The members had 
only &@ moment to wait to see what would 
happen. Ex-Commodore Lewis Case Led- 
yard at once addressed the meeting. He 
argued that the America cup stood for 
speed on a given water line length, that it 
belittled the cup to accept a challenge with 
a small boat, and also pointed out thai the 
challenge was informal, because it did not 
give the water line length on the challenger 
but only its rating. | 


Ninety Footer or Nothing. 

He feclared the club was willing to ac- 
cept 4 challenge under the conditions under 
which the cup had been raced for at any time 
if a ninety footer should be built, and ended 
by submitting the following resolutions: 

* Resolved: First—That the America cup, 
held by this club as trustee under the deed 
of gift, is a trophy which stands pre#@minently 
for speed and for the utmost skill in design-

“Serond—That no agreement for any 
Match for the cup should contain any pro- 
vision which detracts from the merit of the 
trophy representing these objects. 
‘““Third—That no agreement should be 
made with any challenger which imposes 
any other limitation or restriction upon the 
designer than such as is necessarily implied 
in the limits of water line length expressed 
in the @Geed. Especially should no agree- 
ment be made requiring the contesting ves- 
sels to be constructed under any rule of 
measurement designed, as is the present rule 
of the New York Yacht club, to produce a 
vessel of a special or limited type.

Rejection Is Unanimous. 

Ex-Commodore J. Pierpont Morgan sec- 
onded the resolutions and they were sub- 
mitted to the members. As Secretary Cor- 
mack called the roll sa veral steam yacht own- : 
ers voted at onee in favor of them, and those. 
members who had gone to the meeting favor- 
ing the acceptance of the challenge saw at 
once that thay were defeated, and rather 
than make it appear that there was dissen- 
sion in the club or that the club was not 
unanimous refrained from voting or voted 
in favor of the resolutions, which were 
adopted. : 

Commodore Vanderbilt appointed himself, 
ex-Commodore J. Pierpont Morgan, ex- 
Commodore Lewis Cass Ledyard, ex-Com- 
modore F. G. Bourne, ex-Commodore E. D. 
Morgen, J. Roge#s Maxwell, and C. Oliver 
Iselin as a committee to frame a reply to 
the Royal Irish Yacht club. That commit- 
tee took a long. time in framing the cable- 
gram, which included the resolutions, and it 
was evident that they kept the news in the 
club until the cablegram had gone, a0 that 
there should .be no other way of the news 
reaching the challenging club. . 

The declination of the challenge was a 
big disappointment to many, as it was hoped 
that with a good class of sixty-eight footers 
the racing would be of the best. The club 
is now on record and some of Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s friends said they would not be sur- 
prised to hear that he woul@ race with a 
ninety foot boat and then the defending club 
would have to do some guessing.

HAVE 1,500 TO 4,000 GUNS. 


Whether Trouble’s Cause Is American 
or Spanish Is Not Known. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HAVANA, Sept. 25.—The agitation in the 
province of, Pinar del Rio is evidently near- 
ing its culmination. There is full and open 
talk of ar uprising on Sept. 28, or if it does 
no# occur on that date, then early in Octo- 


ber. ; “ 

It ie difficult to eatisfactorily diagnose the 
situation. There !s constant talk, especially 
among the lower classes, of an open out- 
break. It is known that some of the worst 
men in the province are implicated in the 
agitation, but so far the officials have been 
unable to discover who are the real backers 
or who is furnishing the money. 

Some say that certain Americans are at the 
bottom of the trouble, while others claim 
that Spanish business men are responsible, 
they wishing to strike a blow against the 
prestige the Americans have gained through 
their continued occupation of the island. 

Neither of these views, however, got much 
substantiation, and the most peculiar fea- 
ture is that no reasonable motive shows 
itself. 

The native frequently shows distinct hos- 
tility to the Americans, at least antagonism. 
An investigation which Col. Parker of the 
Fleventh cavalry is conducting shows that 
there are between 1,500 and 4,000 guns in the 
province, divided between individual owners, 
and quantities of guns, amounting perhaps 
to several hundred, are hidden in various 
places. But the officials cannot locate them, 

A close watch of the north and south coasts 
fails to reveal importations. It has been 
learned, however, that ammunition is reach- 
ing the province from Havana.

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Room with Majestic’s Surgeon. 


GRABS SCISSORS AND KNIFE. 


Third Officer Shoots Him After Pepper 
Is Thrown in His Eyes. 


New York, Sept. 25.—The White Star line 
steamer Majestic, which grrived at quaran- 
tine late tonight from Southampton, Cher- 
bourg, and Queenstown, brought the story 
of a desperate and almost tragic battie that 
occurred in the ship’s surgery one night 
during the voyage. 

Dr.. Riversdale French, the ship’s physi- 
cian, narrowly escaped death at the hands 
of a madman, one of the stokers of the ves- 
sel, who locked both himself and the doctor 
in the surgery and finally had to be shot 
down. by an officer of the ship. The stoxer, 
Patrick Sheehan, will be removed to a hos- 
pital when the ship docks tomorrow morn- 
ing. He is seriously but not fatally wounded. 


Seizes Scissors and Knife. 

* Stoker Sheehan tried to throw himeelf 
overboard shortly after the steamer left 
Queenstown, and Dr. French ordered the 
man sent to the surgery for an examination. 
Scarcely had the fireman entered his office 
when he quickly turned and double locked 
the heavy door. Then he seized a pair of 
scissors as well as a sharp surgical knife 
which was hanging on the wall. 

All this was done in a flash, the door being 
barred before the sailor accompanying the 
stoker had a chance to force his way inside. 
The sailor, however, gave the alarm, Capt. 
Hayes, several under officers, and a dozen 
seamen assembled at the surgery and, leok- 
ing through the grating in the. locked door, 
could see the mad man, a great heavy fel- 
low, standing over the doctor, a man of slight 
stature, who sat quietly tn his chair. 

Indeed, it was the nerve and coolness of the 
surgeon that saved him from being hacked 
to pieces by the insane man. A violent on- 
slaught on the door would have signaled the 
doctor’s death, and the men outside pleaded 
with Sheehan to open the door, but he paid 
no attention to them. He remained by the 
door, brandishing the knife and shears. 


Throw Pepper in Stoker’s Eyes. 

A few minutes later the mad stoker was in- 
duced to turn toward the door, whereupon he 
was blinded by a mass of pepper thrown full 
{n his eyes through the opening in the tran- 
som. 

Sheehan, slashed wildly at the doctor, but 
the latter had slipped from his chair and 
unlocked the door. Sheehan, partly seeing 
and partly feeling his way, followed blindly. 
In the passageway he was floored by a dozen 
men, but he hurled them off. A second at- 
tempt to subdue the maniac was equally un- 
successful. This time several of the men 
felt the points of both shears and knife, but 
none was seriously cut and the battle was 
continued in the small passageway. 


Shot Down by Third Officer. 

The stoker started forgThird Officer Norris, 
trying to stab him’, 

In self-defense, the officer was forced to 
shoot. The bullet entered Sheehan's right 
hip and lodged fm the intestines. He was 
then overpowered and carried to the hospital.

This task accomplished, the workman 
shouldered the last one of many boxes and 
desk drawerfuls’ of dusty books and letter 
files and departed. With him departed the 
last material mementoes of the events aase- 
ciated with those quartere during, the thirty- 
four years they were occupied continuousiy 
by the Moore brothers. 


Railroading Crowds Out Law. 

The Moores have been removing their ef- _ 
‘fects gradually from the building! to t 
only headquarters they henceforth will 
‘Maintain in Chicago, an office occupied & 
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Rock Island system. 

The other. temants of the old building, 
which was Chicago's prids when the ashes 
of the great fire were scarcely cold, were 
sorry to see the old sign erased from the 
Windows and apparently the Moores them- 
selves were reluctant to leave the familiar 
haunts. Up to the last the suite of four 
old fashioned rooms retained the same char- 
acteristic individuality it had acquired in a 
full generation of time. There were the 
Same papered walls of a faded orange tint 
familiar to the millionaires who met there 
times without number to frame financig! 
deals and debate financial crises. 

There was the same old deal counter at 
which the elder and younger Moore™suc- 
cessively stood asa copying clerk when each 
in turn was taken into the law business by 
Edward A. Small, the Galena, Ill., attorney 
who in the ‘70s removed to Chicago and 
became a well known corporation lawyer. 

In each of two adjoining rooms remained to 
the last the black walnut desks to which ° 
the Moore brothers succeede@ whem Mr, 
Small died in 1882. 


Scene of Defeat and of Victory. 

There was the ancient black walnut es- | 
critoire of the style of ante-bellum days | 
which had looked down from its lofty height — 
on a remarkable succession of great finan- , 
clal deals engineered by these two rising 
young lawyers. Unmoved it had watched 
the crowded conferences that always gath- 
ered at call.until that fateful day late ih 
1896, when Diamond Match went to smash 
and the Moores went broke; and unmoved . 
it had continued to watch over the deserted 
and silent office and the two dogged men sit- 
ting at their desks planning new campaigns, 
until In.good time the rooms began to be. 
peopled again and the two dogged men began 
to smile and grow rich once more. 

On more romantic episodes also had the 
old escritoire benevolently booked down, It 
had seen the young Moores meeting here 
occasionally the two daughters of Attorney 
Small, whom a few years later the brothers 
married. : 

And as it had seen the Moore boys begin . 
their apprenticeship to the law and grow up 
inito control of the business, so it saw the new 
firm taking in aga clerk a young man, Will- 
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-iam A. Purcell, who later became a junior 


member, and now remains the sole occupant 
of a part of the relinquished quarters. 


Too Poor to Ride First Class. 

It was in 1872 that W. H. Moore, the elder 
of the two brothers, drifted west from Utica, | 
N. Y., after being graduated from Amherst 
college. He found his way up into Wisconsin,, 
where he undertook to read and practice law, : 
but after some time, his health being poor, . 
he went west to Walla Walla, Wash. 

Six months there as a lawyer was sufficient 
for him, and, his fortune being small, he 
was unable to travel toward Chicago first. 
clase, and came this. way in second class 
style. In fact, he was helped by an old Mis-. 
sourian with sufficient funds to bring him to 
this town. 

Once in Chicago, he went into the office of ~ 
Mr. Small, who had come to Chicago and aa- 
sociated himself with a group of financiers, 
of whom J. Russell Jones was one. Others. 
were men who had made a great deal of 
money in lead at Galena, and had come to: 
Chicago for a larger field of activity, 

They had become interested-in the old Chi- 
cago West Division railway, and other local 
enterprises, and Mr. Small was their attor-_ 
néy. In time Mr. Small became attorney for; 
the American Trust company, the Adams Ez- 
press company, the Chicago West Division 
street railway, and what was the Frasier 
‘Axle Grease company. Young W. H. Moore,’ — 
after a time, became @ member of the firm, 
it being known as Small & Moora | ;

» About this time Small & Moore were en- 
“gaged in a case against the Diamond Match 
company. They won their point and later 
Decame attorneys for the Diamond Match 


. | company, the concern which later proved the 


temporary undoing of the Moore brothers. 


Having seen some of the benefits of en- 


larged capitalization, W. H. Moore conceived 
the notion of amplifying the capital of the 
Diamond Match company. It was then about 
$8,000,000, was paying dividends of 20 per 
cent, and selling around $200 a share. Young 
Moore had the notion that if the capital 
should be doubled and 10 per cent paid the 
stock would sell around $125 a share.. The 
capital of the company was accordingly 
doubled, the dividend made 10 per cent, and 
the stock did sell around $125. By this simple 
application of division and addition the stock- 
holders realized a profit of twenty-five points 
in the value of their stock, not a mean bit of 
speculation jn those days. 


Younger Brother Comes In. 

_ The same old Galena and Diamond Match 
crowd got interested in the Prica Baking 
Powder company and an expansion of stock 
followed here, with the usual profit. By this. 
time the senior member of the firm had died. 
‘W. H. Moore had a younger brother, nam3d 
James H. Moore, who was a bank clerk down 
fn Binghamton, N. Y. He got James to 
come to Chicago and the younger brother 
g@ecured a position as bookkeeper at a high 
salary for one of the sewing machin3 com- 

es. Later James Moore went to read law 
im the office with his brother. They subse- 
quently became the firm of W. H. & J. H. 
Moore. 


After the Chicago fire the American mx, 


press building at 76 Monroe street was one 
of ths early new office buildings. In this 
building W. H. & J. H. Moore opened a fine 
suite of offices. They ranked high in their 
profession as business lawyers. They were 
mot orators nor were they technical in their 
practic2, but had the capacity of advising 
the corporations which they represented 
whether the thing desired to be dona could 
be done, and if so they would then proceed 
to do it. | , 

They had a fine list of clients and were at 
the same time financially interested in the 
corporations which they represented. 


Strawboard Speculation Fail 

Some of the people in the Diamond Match 
@ompany were interested in the strawboard 
Dusiness. It occurred to W. H. Moore that 
the scattered mills could be consolidated 
and a profitable company built up as had 
Been the case with Diamond Match. They 
accordingly got the mills together under 
the name of the American Strawboard com- 
pany, and as usual did not fail to have suffi- 
‘cient capital issue. 
_ But they soon found the strawboard busi- 
mess could not be made profitable as Dia- 
mond Match had been. It was soon dem- 
onstrated that when prices of strawboard 
Were advanced to the point where the busi- 
nese was profitable on a large capital com- 
petitors would come into the field and off 
@ small investment start opposition mills. 
The company was not able to do what was 
‘expected of it, and accordingly dissatisfac- 
tion developed among the shareholders, 
chief among whom was R. F. Newcomb. 
He led-a fight against the Moores, O. C. 
Barber, and Robinson, which resulted in 
ousting them-from the management of the 
Strawboard company. 

After this the Moores and their friends 
disposed of their strawboard stock and 
mever again ventured into that field. 


Fortune in Diamond Mat¢h. | 
Following this until 1896 there was not much 


doing in the way of promotions. There had 


been organized, however, the New York Bis- 
cuit company. This company and the Dia- 
mond Match company proved at first dis- 
astrous, and then the stepping stone tothe 
positions of multi-millionaires by the Moore 


Early in 1896 the Moore Bros. conceived 
the notion of making some money through a 
‘consolidation. They figured that if the Dia- 
‘gnond Match company and the Bryant & May 
company, the big British matchmaking con- 
cern, could be consolidated, there would bea 
Mandsome promotion profit. Always able*o 
am peopmso their way of thinking, and hav- 
/@ great. many friends, they were en- 
couraged in their project. 3 
‘Stock of the ae Match company, 
which was then #liing on the Chicago stock 
exchange around 125, began-suddenly to dé- 
velop strength. Then ten or twelve bankers 
, @nd business men were organized into a pool 
to advance the prite of Diamond Match stock, 
the basis being the talk of the big consolida- 
‘tion. O. C. Barber, the president of the Dia- 
-gmond Match company, was sent over to Lon- 
don to negotiate it. Mr. Barber was the 
fugleman in the Diamond Match stock specu- 
‘Jatien which followed. He was’sure the con- 


Peas , 


. golidation could be é¢ffected, and he wrote 


back to the Moores that he considered Dia- 
mond Match stock worth $400 per share. 

This information was conveyed to those 
interested, and gradually Diamond Match 
Was boomed up to $247 a share. Here cer- 
tainly was a handsome profit, but the deal 
was not carried off. 

Collapse and Recovery... 

Now the strain of borrowing money, high 
rates of interest, and the burden of supporting 
prices proved too much. On the nightof Aug. 
8, 1896, the Moores reached the end of their 
string, and there was called a hurried meet- 
ing of Chicago's financiers at the house of 
P. D. Armour. 

The Yerkes street railroad stocks had also 
been booming and C. T. Yerkes was in the 
notable gathering. The weather was warm, 
the call for the meeting urgent, and those in- 
‘“wited wasted no time in getting to Mr. Ar- 
mour'’s Prairie avenue house. The circum- 
stance led C. T. Yerkes to remark when he 
entered the hall: 

““T never Saw so many straw hats at a fu- 
geral before.”’ 

It was a funera! for the Chicago stock ex- 
change, for it did not, open the next morning. 


' Diamond Match dropped from $222 a share to 


$120. New York Biscuit stock tumbled over 
night from $94 to $20. The Moores were broke 
to the extent of $4,500,000: Against this in- 
debtedness there were no assets worth men- 


ng. 

But now came the transformation. P. D. 
Armour was holding the bag for several 
hundred thousand dollars loaned on Dia- 
mond Match and New York Biscuit stocks. 
There was competition between the New 
‘York Biscuit, the American Biscuit and 
and the United 
@tates Biscuit company. 

One day when things were blue enough, 
+ W. H. Moore sauntered into the office of 
P. D. Armour and proposed a way of clean- 
ing up his indebtedness to Mr. Armour and 
{incidentally of paying off the debts of Ww. 
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| pany for the shares of the Chicago, Rock 


owner. It reached a point where the 


consolidation meant that every one with 
money was anxious to buy the securities, @ 
necessary part of a successful promotion. 

The American Tin Plate company brought 
to the front two characters hitherto unheard 
of. One was Dan Reid, the unknown cashier 
of a little national bank in Richmond, Ind. 
It was the Second National bank. All the 
farmers around Richmond knew Mr. Reid as 
Dan. In addition to his bank connections he 
had become interested in a tin plate mill, and 
as it formed a part of the consolidated com- 
pany, he came into contact with the Moores 
and became a multimillionaire, a stee’ and so- 
called railroad magnate. BRAS 

Reid is building churches and hospitals now 
in the little Indiana town where he formerly 
did not draw salary enough to pay a [a 


Andther light that came out of the Indiana 
tewn at this time was W. B. Leeds, subse-_ 
quently president of the Rock Island com- 
pany. Mr. Leeds had tried rajsing hothouse 
plants, but without success, and then thought § 
he would like to be a railroad man. He did 
serve in some unimportant capacity in the 
office of the superintendent of one of the 
Pennsylvania company lines, But Mr. Leeds 
was also interested in tin plate and traveled 
up the path to riches with Mr. Reid and the 
Moores. | 

Company Follows Company. 

Following the organization of the Tinplate 
company in December, 1898, cafme the Na- 
tional Steel company in February, 1899, with 
a capital stock of $27,000,000 preferred, and 
$32,000,000 common. By this time the Moores 
were beginning to be called millionaires. In 
practically two months after the National 
Steel company was formed they organized 
the American Steel Hoop company with $14,- 
000,000 preferred and $19,000,000 common 
stock. In October of 1899 they switched from 
the steel proposition to wood, puip, and paper, 
and organized the Union Bag and Paper com- 
pany, with $11,000,000 preferred, and $16,000, - 
000 common stock. 

Next they formed the American Sheet Steel 
company, in March, 1900, with a capital of 
$24,500,000 preferred, and $24,500,000 common 
stock. 

In March, 1901, they organized the Ameri- 
can Can company, at that time practically 
a monopoly of the can making business of 
the country. In this proposition they turned 
out $44,000,000 preferred stock and $44,000,000 
common stock. Their record shows that 
from February, 1898, to March, 1901, or in 
three years, they organized geven trusts, with 
a total capital of $357,000,000. Of this amount 
$187,000,000 was common stock, or water, and 
out of this the Moores received their promo- 
tion fees and their millions. 

These big deals were all engineered from 
the four modest rooms on the third floor of 
the American Express building at 76 Monroe 
street. There they began, there they failed 
for $4,500,000, and from there they emerged 
three years after their faiture with fortunes 
of from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 each. 

Fortune Still on Paper. 

But as yet these fortunes were on paper. 
The Moores had received literally stacks of 
certificates in these seven trusts which thay 
had organized. They could not séf out, for 
in doing so they would have left their friends 
behind. They were in the position of having 
enormous amounts of convsrtible wealth. 
And here comes a most striking phase in their 
career. 

Encouraged by their success in promotions, 
they undertook to buy the control of the 
stock of the Carnegie Steel company and 
form ona crand consolidation. It is not re- 
called how this deal came to miscarry in the 
first effort. 

But while they were floating the companies 
mentioned J. P. Morgan & Co. were success- 
ful as the head of a syndicate which won over 
Carnz:gie and enlisted the influence of John 
W. Gates and the American Steel and Wire 
and Federal Steel companies. : 
The Moores were in but were not all of the 
deal. They had, howsver, four companies 
which they were prepared to turn into the 
big consolidation. They were the following: 

Capital stock. 
National Steel company.............$ 59,000,000 
American Tin Plate company........ 46,825,000 
Amertean Sheet Steel company...... 49,000,000 
American Steel Hoop company........ 33,000,000 


Being in the promotion business them- 
selves, Mr. Morgan couké not teach them 
anything, and they went into the Dillion 
dollar consolidation of the steel interests 
on their own terms and at the highest prices 
measured in exchange of securities. 

This is what happened: 

All these bundles of securities which they 
had accumulated in the formation of the 
steel companies they exchanged for United 
States Steel corporation stocks and all their 
friends exchanged with them. They there- 
fore, together with their friends, dumped 
their holdings into the big corporation, re- 
ceived in exchange certificates for which 
there was a broad market on the New York 
stock exchange. 

There was great enthusiasm over the big 
steel proposition. The Moores took advan- 
tage of it, converted their Stee) certificates 
into cash, and bought the Rock Island rail- 
road | 

They now began to change the seat of 
their operations from Monroe street, Chi- 
cago, to Wall street, getting down there 
among the magnates. But the frigidity of 
their reception could not be measured by 
the average Fahrenheit thermometer. Wall 
street resented the invasion of its precincts 
by the western crowd. It was made as dif- 
ficult as possible to finance the Rock Island 
scheme. But W. H. and J. H. Moore, law- 
yers, had forgotten none of their cunning. 
They organized the Rock Island company 
with a capital of $54,000,000 preferred and 
$96,000,000 common stock. 

This company was made the holding com- 


Island and Pacific railway and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad companies. 


Hold Fast to Rock Island. 

They made also the unusual provision in 
the bylaws that the preferred stock should 
elect the majority of the board of directors of 
the company. Of the preferred stock W. H. 
and J. H. Moore, D. &. Reid, and W. B. Leeds 
held a controlling interest. This was not 
beyond their personal fortunes, and by this 
arrangement they made it impossible to 
buy the railroad away from them. It wasa 
case of the tail wagging the dog, something 
which Wall street found out when it under- 
took to “ break’’ the Moores. They proved 
unbreakable. In the last four years they 
enlisted the support of Speyer & Co., one of 
Wall street’s aristocratic financial houses, 
and the antipathy against them has faded 
away. 

The story of their careers has now gone on 
into a new chapter, that centering about the 
four old rooms in the American Express

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Into Several Spanish Towns. 
‘NO WARNING OF DISASTER. 


Houses Swept Away; Enormous Amount 
of Damage; King to Aid. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MALAGA, Sept. 25.—Reports received this 
evening from several towns in this district 
indicate that the loss of Mfe by the floods 
may reach 150. A cloudburst occurred at 
midnight, and the river rose so rapidly 
that it was impossible to give a warning. 
The few police’ on the streets of Malaga 
did their utmost to rouse the inhabitants. 
They rang an alarm on the church bells and 
fired their revelvers. They also aroused 
boatmen, who tried to row through the 
flooded streets and rescue people from thé 
windows of their houses. This was made 
dificult, and sometimes impossible, by the 
water raging and swirling through the nar 
row thoroughfares. “ 

The doors and windows of many houses 
collapsed from the pressure of the water, 
| which in. some places was ten feet deep. 
Furniture was washed out and floated off. 
|The bodies of drowned people and animals 
| were. sometimes seen floating among the 
| débris. These scenes were followed by the 
collapse of several houses. Day revealed 
that railway bridges had been swept away, 
| factories gutted, the streets inextricably 
| tangled with every imaginable domestic pos- 
session, the gas and electric works stopped, 
| the telegraphs destroyed, and the aqueduct 
| wrecked, cutting off the supply of drinking 
| water. 5

FORMER CROWN PRINCESS 
MARRIES MUSIC MASTER. 


Countess Montignoso and Sig. Toselli 
United at London, Much Secrecy At- 
tending the Ceremony. 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—The Countess Mon- 
tignoso, former crown princess of Saxony, 
and Signor Toselli, the music master, were 
married today at a registry office on the 
Strand, this city.

PARIS, Sept. 25.—The lives of scores of 
homeward bound Americans were impériled 
today when the second section of the specia! 

_ train carrying the liner Adriatic’s first class 


telescoped by the Rouen express at the mouth 
of the Breval tunnel, just beyond Nantes. 

The engine of the express tore through the 
rear car of the ship special, which was filled 
with passengers. How many of the people 
in this car escaped instant death is regarded 
hy those who were in the wreck as little short 
of a miracle. 

So far as has been learned no one was killed 
and no one fatally injured. “Neither the rall- 
road nor the White Star line officials were 
able to furnish a list of the injured. The best 
that could be obtained at their offices was 
the assurance that not more-than ten pas- 
sengers on the special w®re hurt, and that 
these must have been among the following 
passengers in the rear car:

Crew’s Negligence the Cause. 

The collision was due to the negligence of 
the crew of the ship’s special! in failing to 
place either lights or torpedoes on the track 
behind the train, as required by the regula- 
tions when a train haltsin a tunnel. 

On account of the large number of home- 
going Americans the Adriatic special was run 
in two sections. The first carried the first 
class passengers and the second class bag- 
gage. It had cleared the tunnel, which is 800 
yards long, when it came toa stop because of 
an accident to the locomotive. The second 
section, which was a few minutes behind the 
first, was stopped by. a block signal as it 
emerged from the tunnel. 

This was the situation when the Rouen ex- 
press came along on the heels of the second 
section, running fifty miles an hour. Upon 
perceiving the red signal set automatically 
at the entrance of the tunnel the engineer of 
the Rouen train slowed down, according to 
regulations, but as no detonators had been 
placed on the track to give warning of a train 
ahead he continued through the tunnel at the 
rate of twelve miles an hour and crashedinto 
the rear’coach of the second section of: the 
special. 

Engine Plunges Into Car. 

The engineer of the Rouen express did not 
leave his post. After the accident he com- 
plained that the special was not carrying 
rear lights and that he could not s2e her be- 
cause of the dense smoke in the tunnel. 

The Rouen locomotive telescoped the last 
car, but as the air brakes were appli3d at the 
moment of the collision it cut its way only 
half through. Every compartment in the 
special Was occupied when the special left 
Paris and how the passengers in this coach 
escaped instant d2ath, unless they received 
warning of the danger and rushed into the 
forward cars, has not yet been cleared up. 

One young American. girl, said to be Miss 
Sheppard, who was going home with her 
mother is known to have nad a narrow 
escape. She was caught in the grind- 
ing wreckage of the coach and tightly 
wedged in. It was an bour before the efforts 
of the trainmen and the other passengers 
could free h2r. Beyond bruises and contu- 
sions she was not injured. Her mother es- 
caped by jumping out of the door of their 
compartment just as the crash came. 


Americans Cool in Danger. 

There was a frightful panic in the smoke 
and darkness immediately after the colli- 
sion, but the American passengers soon re- 
covered themselves, and became the leaders 
in the work of rescue. The authorities from 
Nantes were early on the scene and ren- 
dered every possible assistance. None of 
the Americans, however, would accept the 
invitation to be treated at the local hos- 
pital, and after two hours, the wrecked car 
having been uncoupled, the special proceed- 
ed for Cherbourg. Subsequently a dis- 
patch was received from Evreux saying one 
American, who lad sustafned a fractured 
leg, had been put off the train and senttoa 
hospital. 

The Rouen train had only French passen- 
gers On board. Several cars of this train 
left the track, and nineteen of its passen- 
gers were injured, one fatally. . 

The train taking passengers to Cherbourg 
for embarkation on the Kronprinz Wilhelm, 
which ~was following the trains having on 
board the Adriatic’s passengers, proceeded 
to its destination by another route.

Members of Board Take Action 


After Hot Discussion.

REAL FIGHT YET TO COME. | 


International Question Referred to 
Committee on Management. 


There are several mengpers of the board 
of education who want to know the exact 
status of the adult pupil in the Chicago 
publie schools. 

They did not find out last evening. After 
devoting exactly half the time of its session 
to a discussion of the vexed question the 
board referred the whole matter to a joint 
meeting of the school management and 
buildings and grounds committees. 

At that time the members of the board, 
most of whom say they are going to at- 
tend the meeting, will take a fresh start 
and tackle the thing all over again. It is 
probable an investigation will’ be made of 
the status of adults in the schools during 
the last five years, as an aid in determining 
what the future course of the board should 
be. The legality of ‘using school funds for 
the education of pupils over 21 years of age 
also will be brought into question. 


Board Admits Twelve Adults. 

Pending a settlement of the question, how- 
ever, twelve adult applicants were admitted 
to the high schools by vote of the board, 
Trustees Guerin and Gartz alone dissenting. 
These included the elght foreigners whose 
applications two weeks ago started the dis- 
cussion which brought a cabled inquiry from 
the Japanese government in regard to “ the 
exclusion of Japanese pupils from the hon- 
orable schools of Chicago.” 

Trustee Guerin Ystarted things by taking 
exception to a report recommending the ad- 
mission of J. Ghosh, Dorris Malm, and Rob- 
ert K. L. Yah; “‘ persons over the age of 21 
years.”’ 

Trustee Blackwood was in favor of barring 
aduits from the elementary schools except in 
ungraded rooms. Trustee Limbert said they 
should not be admitted even to high schools 
except in.ungraded rooms. 

“That would be an absolute impossibility 
in the high schools,” said Supt. Cooley, 
‘without expense that would be practically 
prohibitive.” 

‘* It seems to me,” said Trustee Dawes, who, 
in the absence of Mr. Cameron, represented 
the school management committee on the 
floor, “that we are following out objections 
which, without any personal application, 
have nothing in them but an unworthy preju- 
dice. Why should we assume men of another 
race must be contaminating in their morals? 

‘* Oris the objection confined to the Oriental 
races? If so, let us discriminate squarely. 
Frankly, though, it seems to me that Dr. 
Guerin is erecting a man of straw.”’ 


Dr. Guerin States His Reason. 


“I’m as free from prejudice as any man,”’ 
Dr, Guerin putin, hotly. “‘ I mean adults—let 
the foreigners go—and, if you want to know 
my reason, I want to avoid the contamina- 
tion of young girls.”’ ' 

After some further discussion Trustee Wal- 
ler suggested the general question be taken 
up by a joint meeting of the school manage- 
ment and buildings and grounds committees. 

** Most of the objectors,’’ said Mr. Waller, 
*“*sgeem to be members of the buildings and 
grounds committee. I suggest that the school 
management committee ask us to be present 
at their next meeting.” 

““We shall be only too happy,’’ returned 
Mr. Dawes. “ You are always invited.” 

The report which had started the discus- 
sion was passed by a vote of 10 to 2 and every- 
one breathed freely. 


Delay Action as to Kindergartens. 

A report of the superintendent recommend- 
ing the kindergarten rooms in the Forrest- 
ville and Nash schools be discontinued be- 
cause the rooms used are basement rooms and 
not suitable for the purpose was referred 
back to the school management committee at 
the request of Trustee Spiegel, who was ab- 
sent. A petition signed by 148 residents of 
the Forrestville school neighborhood and 
asking the kindergarten be continued accom- 
panied the report.

The agreement entered into 
gives the company twenty-four hours to com- 
ply with the demand to emplipy only union 
men and bona fide citizens of Chicago. 

The -strike, if called, probably will involve 
in the neighborhood of 10,000 men, 5,000 of 
which are cement workers. likelihood 
of a strike, however, is remote as it is be- 
lieved the company will consent to having 
the nonunion men organized.

CALLS PRESIDENT THEIR FOF 


Speaker Denounces Roosevelt and 
Strikers Applaud. 


TELEGRAPHERY GROW FAT. 


Employment Bureau Started for Ben- 
efit of the Key Men. 


Denunciation of President Roosevelt as an 
enemy of organized labor and friend of the 
“open shop’ was indulged in yesterday at 
a meeting of striking telegraph operators at 
Uhlich’s hall, 26 North Clark street. 

The nation’s chief executive was pictured 
as a man who broke up the union in the 
government printing office, forcing the 
adoption of the open shop. Arthur Mor- 
row Lewis, a socialist, was the speaker. 
His remarks against President Roosevelt 
were received with cheers by the striking 
operators. 

“I am not criticising the president as a 
politician, but I-call your attention to his acts 
viewed from a trade union standpoint,”’ said 
the speaker. ‘** He stepped into the great coal 
strike and forced arbitration, Why? Be- 
cause he feared government ownership of the 
mines. It is for the same reason he is trying 
to butt into the telegraphers’ strike.’’ 


Strikers Getting Fat. 

One remark made by Frank Likes, who pre- 
sided, revealed that during the period of the 
strike many idle operators have gained from 
ten to thirty pounds in weight. 

“I am not suffering,” said Likes. ‘‘I have 
gained ten pounds since the strike began.” 

“ That's nothing,’ said Mabel Stetson, who 
rose in the rearofthe hall. “I have gained. 
thirty pounds, and I am getting heavier every 
day.”’ 

This confession was followed by operators 
all over the hall, ‘who bobbed up and told 
of increased weight due to idleness and ab- 
sence of worry. 

G. Dal Jones of the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers.urged the strikers to demand a 40 
per cent increase in wages instead of 25 per 
cent. He appealed to the strikers never to 
accept arbitration. 

Miss Anna Fitzgerald of the Union Label 
league spoke on the work of the league. A 
meeting of the league in the interest of the 
striking key men wil) be held tonight in Han- 
del hall. Ald. John Coughlin will address 
the strikérs in Uhlich’s hall this afternoon 
on ‘Compulsory Arbitration.’’ 


Council Resolutions Ignored. 

T. P. Cook, general superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph company in Chi- 
cago, said the resolutions passed by the 
city council on the strike of the telegraphers 
will have no effect on the attitude of the com- 
pany. 

An employment bureau for ghe benefit of the 
striking key men was starte during the day. 
An effort will be made to obtain employment 
fcr a large number of strikers in department 
stores and wholesale houses during the fall 
season. 


MAY CALL OUT ALL KEY MEN. 


New York Committee of Operators Ask 
That Leased Wire Workers 
Strike. 


The New York local committee of the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ union voted last night 
to call out all leased wire operators employed 
by the pgess and brokers’ offices in that city 
if such action shall be sanctioned by the na- 
tional officers. Action by the national officers 
in Chicago will be awaited before anything 
further is done. 

It was voted also to ask the national offi- 
cers to issue a call for the brokers and press 
telegraphers throughout the country to quit 
work. 

An amendment introduced by John G. Mc- 
Closkey of the Hearst News service, exempt- 
ing from the strike operators of leased wires 
who were bound by a union contract with 
their employers signed six months previous 
to the strike of the commercial men was de- 
feated, amid much cheering. 

The demand upon the men who are now 
working under contract is made in the in- 
terests of those who have struck against the 
Western Union and Postal Telegraph com- 
panies. 

The action of the New York local will be 
considered today at a meeting of the national 
executive board of the telegraphers’ union in 
this city. 

National Secretary Wesley Russell last 
night said it was difficult to foretell just 
what the executive board will do in the 
matter. 

“I cannot say what the board will do,” 
said he. “In view of the fact that we have 
received similar requests from a number of 
locals in other parts of the country, notably 
on the Pacific coast, it is probable that the 
board will sanction the action of voting a 
strike.”’

Cyrus Baldwin, Pioneer, Thought 
to Gave Wielded Hammer. 


TRIES TO DIE BY POISON. 


Reported Confession by Suspect, Said 
to Be in Dotage. 


Mrs, Cyrus Baldwin, 883 years old, wife of 
a wealthy pioneer of Hampshire, Il., ten 
miles northeast of Elgin, was the victim of 
a pitiful murder tragedy yesterday. | 

Her sister-in-law, Mre. Jane Baldwin, 
found her unconscious in her bedroom with 
her skull crushed in by blows from a ham- 
mer early in the morning. She expired 
soon after. 

Cyrus Baldwin, her husband, ie said to 
have confessed the crime to his nephew, 
D. G. Baldwin, in the morning and to have 
swallowed paris green in an attempted suil- 
cide immediately afterward. 

It is alleged the old man explained he did 
the deed while in a fit of anger. He is 85 
years old and in his dotage. He is said 
scarcely to realize the enormity of his al- 
leged action and is also said to have con- 
fessed the murder to a number of people 
later im the day. 

Baldwin has been a resident of Kane coun- 
ty for nearly sixty years and was at one 
time a prominent local politician. Mre. Bald- 
win was his second wife, and the old couple 
quarreled frequently, it is said, about mov- 
ing away from Hampshire. Some time ago 
they sold the old homestead in Hampshire, 
and since the sale their quarrels on the sub- 
ject of moving have been frequent. Baldwin 
wanted to move to Elgin to live, while his 
wife wished to move to Stark station, where 
her relatives live. 


Had Quarrel Few Days Ago. 

The couple had a quarre) of unusual vio- 
lence on the subject several days ago. Tues- 
day, Baldwin was in an angry mood and 
told relatives he intended to settle the mat- 
ter once for all. Early yesterday morning 
Mrs. Jane Baldwin, who for several years 
_has been a member of the family, was awak- 
ened by a noise coming from the bedroom 
of the old people. She rose, and upon enter- 


and forth in his night clothes. He said 
was restless and she retired to her bedroo 
satisfied as to the origin of the noise. 
When Mrs. Baldwin aia not appear in the 
morning, Mrs. Jane Baldwin started for her 
room to awaken her. Baldwin stopped her 
and told her she would see an awful sight 
if she entered the room. Then he left the 
house. Mrs. Baldwin went into the bedroom 
in spite of the warning, and found her rela- 
tive lying on the floor in a pool of blood 
with her head crushed in. She immediately 
notified neighbors, who in turn notified the 
local justice of the peace of the crime. That 
official, however, refused to arrest Baldwin, 
and a telephone message was sent to Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney John R. Powers at 
Elgin. In the meanwhile Baldwin had pro- 
ceeded to the home of his nephew and con- 
feased the crime. ‘then he swallowed a dose 
of paris green, but he had taken an over- 
dose and prompt treatment saved his life. 


Talk of Lynching for a Time. 


Powers arrived in Hampshire in the after- 
noon and at once arrested Baldwin on a 
charge of disorderly conduct to hold him 
until the result of the coroner’s inquest was 
reported. Upon the failure of the justice of 
the peace to make the arrest there was some 
talk of lynching the old man, but wiser 
counsel prevailed. Coroner Eugene ae 
was summoned from Elgin and took the 
evening train for Hampshire to hold an im- 
mediate inquest. To police . officials and 
newspaper correspondents Baldwin con- 


that he did it in a fit of anger. He appeared 
to be dazed and childishly irresponsible in 
his manner. The police found the hammer 
which he had used in the murder in the 
woodhouse at the rear of the house. Bald- 
win is well known in the county as an old 
settler and a man of wealth.

INVOLVES FEDERAL OFFICER 


Albert K. Nugent Asserts He Was 
Promised Absolute Immunity. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 25.—The first sensation 
in the trial of United States Senator William 
E. Borah, charged with timber land frauds, 
came late today when Albert Klanop Nu- 
gent, the second witness produced by the 
government, admitted on cross examination 
that\ he committed perjury in taking out a 
timber lan@ claim, admitted he had been 
pronfsed absolute immunity by an officer of 
the federal government for testifying, ad- 
mitted that at the request of the federal offi- 
cer he had sworn to a complaint against a 
man whom he did not know, and lastly pro- 
claimed that he belie it to be the part of 
his bargain for im ity that he should 
swear to any complaint against any person, 
regardless of any knowledge that he might 
have as to the person’s guilt. 

When the name of the federal officer who 
induced him to sign the complaint was asked 
by Senator Borah’s counsel, the witness 
swore positively that he could not remem- 
ber it. , 

Status of Confessed Perjurer. 

The defense scored {ts first point of the trial 
early in the examination of the first witness, 
@ man named Anderson, He was asked by 
Special Prosecutor Rush what his intent was 
when he took out a timber claim. Judge 
Whitson, who is presiding, sustained gn ob- 
jection based on the ground that a man con- 
fessing perjury, as Anderson did, could not 
properly testify as to any secret intent he 
may have had locked up in his breast.

A never ending river of dollars—about $30,- 
000 a year—is flowing constantly from the 
purses of Cook county taxpayers into the 
private coffers of the thrifty sheriff, Christo- 
pher Strassheim, 

This sum, according to information fur- 
nished by persons familiar with the inside 
workings of the jail, represents but one item 
of the many sources of income which, under 
the Strasaheim-Langeloh régime, are being 
worked to their fullest capacity. This $80,000 
ig computed to be the profit enjoyed by Mr. 
Strassheim out of the money allowed by the 
county for feeding the prisoners. The profit 
is about 75 per cent of the entire sum spent. 

It also became known during the day that 
the scandal growing out of the present disor- 
ganized condition of the jail will be en up 
for investigation at a meeting of the board 


| of county commissioners to be held next Mon-

As there 
seldom are fewer than 500 prisoners in the 
jail, and’ oftener 600, this profit amounts to 
at least $75 a day, making an annual income 


,of at least $27,000. 


Fuel and Labor Free to Sheriff. 


The food served to the prisoners is prepared 
in the jail building. The county pays for the 
fuel used in the baking of bread and cooking 
the meat and coffee. Jail * trusties”’ to a 
great extent furnish the labor. In spite of 
this fact, the taxpayers are compelled to pay 
prices for keeping the prisoners which would 
be looked upon as far from low if the food 
was furnishe@ and prepared by an outside 
caterer. 

When Thomas Barrett was sheriff he 
charged the county 17 cents a day for feeding 
the prisoners, although it was necessary for 
him to purchase bread from bakeries which 
made a good profit on the bread. 

Since that time Mr. Strassheim has caused 
a bakery to be constructed in the basement 
of the jail by the county,. in order that the 
feeding of the prisoners might be made 
cheaper. At the same time he boosted the 
price of food to 21 cents a prisoner. 

Then there are other features of the sher- 
iff’'s job that furnish a businesslike official 
like Mr. Strassheim with additional income. 
There is the cigar and cigaret stand which, 
under the guiding hand of Frank Jacoba, a 
relative by marriage .of the sheriff, is doirg 
a flourishing business. The cigaret stand, 
by the way, is operating without a license.

Presence of “Jack the Nipper” in 
Belt Prompts Big Buying. 
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Shorts Break Prices. ° 
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Widespread visitation of frost throughout 
the west gave wing to the’corn market yes- 
terday. As a result of a big general rush to 
buy on fears that the “ nipper " had wrought 
much damage to the unripe grain in impor- 
tant sections of the belt, values were lifted 
to sharp advances, final quotations, consid- 
erably under the day’s best showing, repre- 
senting net gains of %c for the current month 
and December and %@lc for May. 

The opening bell was the signal for a gen- 
eral scramble to buy corn, and, although 
offerings were liberal, the demand was 
greatly in excess of the amount that came 
out. Prices shot up like a rocket until ad- 
vances of 1%c were scored. The big bulge 
gaused many longs to snatch profits, a mod- 
erate reaction resulting from their realiz- 
ing. After the first hour tradebecame less 
active, although business continued brisk 
and interesting to the finish. 


Frosts Extend Far South. 

The bulls had their cue before the market 
opened, the official weather map showing 
frosts as far down as the lowlands around St. 
Louls, with northern Illinois, Iowa, and parts 
of Nebraska unexpectedly hard hit: Liver- 
pool.also provided bull materia] in the form of 
a sharp advance. Some parts of lowa wired 
that, while the full effects of the frosts could 
not be determined at the moment, there was 
no question that great damage had'been done 
to théecrop. Numerous reports indicated that 
all hope for the grain in the milk had been 
abandoned. Advices from the lowlands 
around the Missouri metropolis were Jess dis- 
couraging, some of them being to the effect 
that the grain actually derived benefit from 
the visitation. a y
